in the oil industry must pass a test 
of 250 pound weight dropped 6 feet 
on a 6 foot manilla rope. 

The Factories Branch works in 
co-operation with the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board to ensure the 
regulations which require the use 
of safety belts on all oil rigs, are 
complied with. Periodic checks are 
made at derricks to verify the life¬ 
line and safety belt. Investigation 
into injuries or fatalities at a well 
site is also conducted by the Fac¬ 
tories Branch. 

During 1959 two oil workers were 
killed as a result of falls from oil 
derricks. Two others who fell with 
safety belts were slightly injured. 
Unreported falls in which worker 
suffered no injury make it impos¬ 
sible to establish the number of 
persons whose lives have been sav¬ 
ed by the belt. The Factories Branch 
reports in some cases a belt has 
been available to a fall victim but 
he was not wearing it. 


200 pound weight. At the end of 
the free fall the nylon rope stretch¬ 
ed 1.92 feet subjecting the safety 
belt to an impact force of 2900 lbs. 

The second and third tests used 
the same kind of rope and with a 
weight of 250 pounds. The tests 
were designed to measure the loss 
of elasticity and resultant charac¬ 
teristics of the material. The 250 
pound weight registered an impact 
of 2500 pounds stretching 3 feet the 
first time and stretcliVig 2.15 feet 
the second with an impact of 3275 
pounds. Increased impact wight 
was due to decreased rope elasticity. 
The safety belt had shown no dam¬ 
age up to this time. 

A one Inch manilla rope was used 
for the fourth test. Attached to a 
250 pound weight the rope stretch¬ 
ed .471 inches at the end of the 12 
foot fall, registering an impact of 
9,000 pounds. Again the greater im¬ 
pact was caused by the compara¬ 
tive lack of elasticity in manilla 


An increasingly common type of 
accident was simulated recently by 
the Factories Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Labor, to test the 
strength of a new nylon safety belt 
and two types of lifeline. 

The tests were designed to subject 
the equipment to an impact as great 
or greater than that of a person 
falling from an oil derrick. 

The safety belt was secured to a 
steel cylinder and locked to the 
lifeline. The other end of the line 
was fastened to a dynamometer, 
which measures impact force when 
a free falling object is suddenly ar¬ 
rested. The dynamometer was at¬ 
tached to the celling, approximately 
20 feet above the Moor. Using a 
platform and pully sykem the test 
weight was elevated and then 
dumped. The length of fall was 
controlled by rope length allowing 
sufficient room for rope stretch. 

The first test used half inch ny¬ 
lon rpoe, 12 feet in length with a 


rope. 

The greater impact from use of 
manilla rope caused slight damage 
to the eyelets on the safety belt 
buckle, although it suffered no se¬ 
vere damage. 

One inch manilla rope is made 
with a maximum breaking weight of 
9,000 pounds but due to its non¬ 
elastic characteristic should be 
used only to 20 per cent of maxi¬ 
mum. Nylon of the half inch size 
has a breaking strength of 5,000 l£s. 
but due to greater elasticity may be 
used to 70 per cent of maximum. 

The safety belt tested is of a 
new design, made almost entirely of 
nylon. In addition to having great¬ 
er strength than the cotton web 
model, the nylon belt is impervi¬ 
ous to oil, gasoline and moistures, 
which may rot a cotton belt and 
cause It to fail. The tested belt also 
has a newly designed attaching ring 
which is less subject to damage than 
the I> ring. All safety belts used

Kicking The U. S. A. 

I have long thought that CBC officials 
must hate the U.S.A. 

Time and time again one hears commen¬ 
tators on CBC take gratuitous cracks at the 
United States - its commercial TV (as if our 
own TV were not commercial), its congression¬ 
al committees, its foreign policies. 

This hate-U.S.A. campaign has become 
so obvious that the other night, when a CBC 
interviewer seemed*to be trying to get similar 
critcisms of the States out of Professor Frank 
Underhill, he got told off in a very very nice 
way. 

Professor Underhill is an arderft leftist, 
but he is also a realist. He answered promptly 
that he thinks the tendency of the professors 
he hears over CBC to hate America is unheal¬ 
thy. He termed it "a disease". 

Professor Underhill went on to praise 
many facets of the modern democracy we have 
bui It here in North America, and he had a spe¬ 
cial word of praise for American Congression¬ 
al Committees. 

Immediately, the CBC commentator con¬ 
ducting the interview, suggested "You don't 
want a McCarthy here do you? You don't want 
witch hunting?" 

Unperturbed by such suggestions, Under¬ 
hill went on to say that such Congressional 
Committees dig up the facts. Our parliament¬ 
ary committees are pretty weak in comparison 

It must have taken a good deal of cour¬ 
age on the part of Underhill to reply so forth¬ 
rightly to such loaded questions. I admired 
him - and he is a man with whom I am not in 
general agreement, by any means, although 
he seems to me to be one of the few useful left¬ 
ists in Canada. 

He remarked during his appearance, that 
when the world seems to be in grave danger, 
and a nation as great as ours is doing nothing 
about it, there must be a need for rebels, for 
what he called "leftists". On those terms, I 
am myself a leftist. I rebel strongly against 
many of the things this country is not doing 
and many of the things we are doing. I think 
we have far too much government. I believe 
if the people of Canada were set free - really 
free - and if the bars to immigrants were let 
down, we'd have a stronger and better nation 
for all citizens in a surprisingly short time. 

I have written to CBC for a copy of Mr. 
Underhill's talks. I hope you do, too. Then, 
when you hear CBC commentators kicking oifr 
neighbor in the shins, you will perhaps realize 
that this is not the view of all professors - but 
only of those carefully selected by CBC to ap¬ 
pear regularly on the networks. 


Canada's Record 
In World 
Refugee Year 

With the UN-sponsored World 
Refugee Year officially terminated 
June 30th the national Canadian 
Committee for World Refugee Year 
reported today that returns receiv¬ 
ed to date show Canadians have 
contributed enough money to close 
11 refugee camps in Europ° and 
rlso to build a “Canada” vocational 
training centre in the Middle East. 
Both projects are top-priority items 
for the CCWRY Central Pun 1 

On the camp clearance side this 
means Canadians, through this, spe¬ 
cial year of extra endeavor, have 
so far provided sufficient funds for 
r. fresh start in life for over 1200 
lefugees who have been confined to 
camps for 10, 15 or more years Not 
included in this figure are the 800- 
plus refugees now residing or be- 
r.g brought to Canada under th? 
Federal Government’s special Refu¬ 
gee Year project for tubercular re¬ 
fugees and their families. 

The Canadian Committee stressed 
that returns to date are far from 
complete. Although the $4,500,000 
reported represents <he total dol¬ 
lar value at June 29 of government 
voluntary agency and WRY com¬ 
mittee efforts throughout the coun¬ 
try, the relatively late start of the 
World Refugee Year in Canada, 


means that several local WRY com¬ 
mittees and national organizations 
with on-going refugee programs will 
continue their efforts beyond June 
30, until objectives have been met. 

Also the four and a half million 
dollar figure is inconclusive as only 
’T of 29 organizations, having refu¬ 
se assistance programs and spon¬ 
soring the national Canadian WRY 
Committee, have reported, e.g. the 
total does not Include contributions 
made to several Roman Catholi: 
refugee programs. 

In addition to camp clearance 
pi\ jects, many local WRY commit- 
t* es and other refugee organizations 
I 'edged themselves to help refu¬ 
gees in many other parts of the 
world besides Europe, such as those 
in the Middle East, Hong Kong, Al¬ 
gerian lefugees in Tunisia and Mor¬ 
occo and European refugees on the 
mainland of China. 

Present plans call for the con¬ 
tinuance of the national Canadian 
Committee for World Refugee Year 
to September 30 to accept further 
contributions, issue injome tax re¬ 
ceipts and facilitate the transmis¬ 
sion of funds to UN refuge programs

"A HURRICANE OF COMMON SENSE” 


Caux, Switzerland, June- 
Dr. Frank N.D. Buckman, 
speaking to the world through 
press, radio and TV, called 
Moral Re-Armament “a hurri¬ 
cane of common sense sweeping 
through the heart of nations. It 
is smashing down the barriers 
between nations and races, dis¬ 
persing the fogs of hate that 
threaten humanity, and bringing 
a mighty wind of hope to the 
millions of the earth.” 

The failure of the Paris Sum¬ 
mit meeting points up the need 
for a serious reappraisal of na¬ 
tional purposes and policies. It 
throws into sharp relief the 
opening of the Moral Re-Arm¬ 
ament World Conferences in 
Caux, Switzerland, and Mack¬ 
inac Island, Michigan, early in 
June. These conferences have 
been called to bring a cure to the 
crisis of nations. 


The keynote was given by Dr. 
Buchman: “Today nations are in 
convulsion. The answer lies in 
radical, drastic dealing with the 
motives of men and nations. 
This is the normal work of true 
patriots of every country 
throughout the world. Without 
this essential patriotism, civiliz¬ 
ation must end in chaos. With 
the acceptance of this challenge, 
every man can be a force to 
bring an avalanche of the 
answer to his nation. Moral Re- 
Armament stands as the dy¬ 
namic alternative for mankind. 
It is the way up and the way out 
for all humanity. We will win 
the world in time.” 

Dr. Buckman has gone to Eu¬ 
rope in response to repeated in¬ 
vitations from Chancellor Aden¬ 
auer of Germany and Arch- 
ishop Makarios, President-elect 
of Cyprus. In the last months he 
has also received urgent invita¬ 


tions from President Tubman of 
Liberia; Dr. Azikiwe, Prime 
Minister of Eastern Nigeria, and 
other leaders of Europe and 
Africa. 


Dr. Buckman concluded, "It 

needs a hurricane of common 
sense to bring men to their 
senses, restoring the Communist 
and the Non-Communist world 
to sanity and unity before it is 
too late. That hurricane it 
sweeping through every nation 
today, and in the midst of the 
hurricane the still small Voice 
of the living God, an unseen but
